J used .to take the 
money out and hide it frequently, fcar- 
ing the band would hold us up during 
the night.“In one day alone my remit- 
tance ‘was’ $15,000 and I spent a sleep. 
tess night guarding it, In February'1883, 
there were over two hundred notorious 
border roffians inthe town, who had no 
réspect for ‘life. or-.property, and .they 
kept our nerves on edge until they were 
finally driven out.

President Benjamin ‘rendered his an- 
nual report, the highlights of which show 
a consistent and continued growth in 
both membership and net receipts for 
the year 1950. Net membership increase 
was 300 for the year, making a total 
membership on December 31 of 12,491. 
Solicitation for new and additional mem- 
bers for 1951 has already started and 
all are urged’to send in-names~of em- 
ploye prospects, he said.

With many employes being called into 
the Armed Forces, the Association has 
continued the practice introduced in 
World War I, which permits a member 
to retain his membership in the Associa- 
tion, provided dues are paid, if he is 
called ‘into military service. 

Par value of bonds (all of which are 
registered U.S. Treasury Bonds or Sav- 
ings Bonds) held in reserve for death 
benefits totals $2,750,000 as of Feb, 1. 

During 1950, total cash reccipts were 
$338,969.68, an increase of . $11,915.07 
over the year 1949. Excluding death 
benefits paid (which in 1950 totalled 
$229,500), disbursements were $47,- 
829.23, as compared with $47,256.44 in 
1949. This leaves for the year, net 
receipts from operations available for 
death claims and transfer to reserve of 
$291,078. 

Continued growth and prosperity of 
the Association is dependent upon the 
members themselves and each one should 
try and secure a-new member during 
1951, Benjamin stated.

‘Assures Best Mechanical ‘Results 
In“ Operation ‘of ‘Diesel Engines 


OUTHERN PACIFIC chemists, -railroaders ‘in rubber .aprons, 

are-daily testing the “blood” of giant diescl locomotives. At four ° 
points -on Pacific Lines, Ogden, Roseville, Sacramento and Los 
‘Angeles, these “oil sleuths” are -analyzing diesel lubricants, fuel 
and coolants to make -certain that engines are operating at top 
efficiency, levels. By checking coolant and lubricating oil samples 
engine performance can be determined, and many types of engine 
wear can be found and corrected. Tests are run to determine if 
materials being used measure up to the high Southern Pacific 
standard. The maximum life of lubricating oil is obtained ‘from 
these tests. On this and the facing page are pictured some of our 
Southern Pacific chemists conducting the vital tests that pay off 
in better performance and minimum wear of diesel engines.

ee 


HA® you ever stopped to think of 
the number of major steps that must 
be taken by railroaders engaged in 
handling and transporting carload freight 
in-order to deliver it to destination in 
a condition which will allow our Com- 
pany to fully enjoy the full revenue 
for the service rendered? 


There are 12 such steps. If each of 


the scores of persons whose services 
are necessary to carry them out is con- 
stantly alert to his responsibilities there 
is no reason why a carload of freight 
can’t move across the continent -without 
a dime’s worth of damage. 


On the other hand, if someone slips 
on any one of the 12 steps, it becomes 
necessary to take a 13th, This is most 
unfortunate because it involves settle- 
ment of a claim. Let’s briefly discuss 
the 12 necessary steps involved in mov- 
ing a carload between large terminals: 

Step 1—Car inspection: Running 
gear and car interiors are inspected by 
members of the Car Department when 
empties are brought into a yard. Careful 
inspection is necessary to make certain 
the car is in proper mechanical shape. 


Step 2—Preparation of car: Car 
is next switched to a repair or clean- 
ing track to be prepared for loading of 
suited commodities. At conclusion of 
car preparation work an “OK for Load-

ing” tag, Form 5581, is attached’ and 
car is switched out to await an order. 

Step 3—Agent receives order for 
car from shipper: Agent ascertains 
exact type of commodity to be loaded, 
size of car required and destination, 
making certain this information is clearly 
shown on car order, P.C.D.B. Form 61, 
Agents can do much to maintain good 
relations at this point by making certain 
all information is correct. 

Step 4—Agent relays order to car 
distributor: Upon receipt of order from 
agent, car distributor prepares an order 
on yardmaster, specifying size, type, 
grade and ownership of car to be used, 
based on information shown on agent’s 
order. The car distributor must be com- 
pletely familiar with Car Service Rules, 
in order to avoid payment of penalty 
for misuse of foreign cars. 

Step 5—Yardmaster selects suil- 
able ear: The yardmaster has the re-

SPECIAL STUDY COURSES OFFERED 
EMPLOYES AT LOS ANGELES SHOPS

AS opportunity to learn a trade through 
special instructions and study 
courses in a chosen field ordinarily not 
gained during the regular apprentice- 
ships is being offered at Los Angeles 
General Shops. The trade extension 
classes are being fostered and encour- 
aged by Company and Brotherhood rep- 
resentatives, with the cooperation of the 
Los Angeles Trade-Technical Junior 
College. 


Classes are systematically organized 
and held shortly after the regular day 
shift. They last about three hours. 
Courses and instructors (picture above) 
include blueprint reading, with Asst. 
Car Foreman Maurice J. Balma; sheet 
metal lay-out, with M. F. Swickard: 
machine shop theory, with Machinist 
Russell D. Birch; air brakes, with Lead 
Machinist Walter Ricks; diesel pipe 
work, with Pipefitter Harry C. Seeger; 
diesel electric work, with Taylor Elec- 
trician Foreman Ray Moore; diesel 
engines, with Machinist Foreman Law- 
rence E, Fritter. In addition to the tech- 
nical knowledge gained, courtesy, lead- 
ership, and dependability are stressed in 
order to afford employe well-rounded 
knowledge of those qualities required for 
promotion.

Our Fleet of Freight 
Cars Is Still Growing 


ILANS to add 7,000 freight cars to 

our fleet were announced February 
15 by President A. T. Mercier, following 
a meeling of the board of directors at 
New Orleans. 


Some of the new cars will be con- 
structed in our shops, others by car 
building companies. They will supple- 
ment 8,050 ordered in 1950, of which 
more than 3,000 are in service with the 
bulk of the remainder scheduled for de- 
livery by the end of July. 

The 7,060 new cars will consist .of 
5,500 box cars, 1,000 gondolas and 500 
hopper cars. The new authorization 
brings -to 35,900 the. number of freight 
cars we have acquired or authorized 
since the end of World War II. : Acqui- 
sition of the additional large number of 
ears ‘is a’ further step to meet the ex- 
panding ‘needs :of industry and agricul 
ture’in territory served ‘by. SP and the

Step 7—Indusirial Clerk con- 
tncts customer: When car reaches 
loading platform the industrial clerk 
confers with shipper and gives neces- 
sary advice as to further preparation, 
method of loading, bracing, banding 
and proper doorway protection. 

Step 8—Final inspection of loaded 
car: After making final inspection 10 
see that the car is properly loaded, the 
industrial clerk seals it, takes a seal 
record, signs the bill of lading and takes 
information to the agency to be billed. 
He notifies the yard office to move 
the car, 

Step 9-—Car is added 1o train: 
Yard crew switches car te track on 
which train is being made up. Tf all 
operations up to this step have been 
carefully accomplished, the yard erew 
can safely couple the car at any speed 
below four miles an hour without dam- 
age to the lading. 

Step 10—Running gear inspec- 
tion: This important step is covered 
hy the Car Department. 


Step 11—Rolling the load: The 
road crew takes over at this point and 
performs the Jongest and most im- 
portant step in the entire cycle. A good 
engineer and fireman give the load a 
smooth ride. The conductor, jointly 
responsible for the proper handling of 
the train, and his assistants, the brake- 
men, watch continually for hot boxes, 
dragging running gear, track condi- 
tions and other items that might lead 
to trouble. 

Step 12—Delivery of -car: ‘When 
the train arrives.at destination the yard 
crew switches the car to the. proper 
consignee -spur.. This operation must 
be - accomplished- in -the ‘same «careful 
amanner as thai performed by the-crew 
which ‘switched the. car from the ship- 
per’s dock.

Step .13—Diseovery of damage: 
‘Agent at destination is’ called -by -con- 
signee, Agent carefully inspects damage, 
noting condition of equipment, type of 
packaging, method of loading, bracing, 
strapping and doorway protection. He 
determines the cause of damage ‘and 
promptly forwards necessary reports to 
the FPM&SS Dept. where a thorough 
investigation is made to remedy the fail- 
ure which made Step 13 necessary. 


Happily, the fact is being proved 
daily that more carloads of freight are 
being delivered without damage. This 
is a tribute to those who have become 
“Damage Prevention” conscious. There 
is still a long way to go however be- 
fore we can hope to continually avoid 
that 13th Step. Everyone involved in 
the 12 Steps for a perfect delivery must 
work carefully. Agent Miles Harring- 
ton of Richmond hed this in mind when 
he wrote the FPM&SS slogan for 1951— 
“Don’t be to Blame for a Claim!”
